THE PRINCKESS’S BIRTHDAY, 


O all who had the pleasure of seeing the 
Princess of Wales-looking in the best of 
health, and well nigh as young as her 
daughter, Princess Victoria, as she sat in

We all rejoice to know the 
Prince of Wales is in good health—much better, 
indeed, than he was a few years ago. His 
characteristic bonhomie in Durham, his hearty 
tribute to the late Bishop Lightfoot, and his 
genial laughter when the Durham miner showed 
him the pick which H.R.H. himself had used 
forty years ago at Lambton, won for him fresh 
friends in the North of England.

The Hurricane 


which smote many London houses on Sunday 
night, and wrought great huvoc inland, was 
felt most severely round our coasts. The tale of 
disasters is sadly long. It was heralded by the 
sad news of a deplorable collision in the small 
hours of Thursday, Nov. 25, between a Cardiff 
steamer, the Labarrouere, and a large sailing-ship 
off Lundy Island, the former foundering in an 
hour from the shock. A Norwegian vessel, 
fortunately, picked up one boat’s crew of the 
Labarrouere, but the second boat, with Captain 
Young, Samuel Ward, the second mate, Evan 
Davies, David ‘Thomas, and P. Nolan, was 
unhappily missing. The storm raged on Sunday 
night and Monday in the English Channel, and 
with special violence on the Kentish Coast, 
washing away Broadstairs and Sheerness Piers, 
and wrecking Margate Marine Palace near the 
Jetty ; whilst Woolwich Arsenal was inundated, 
and a lively scene ensued when the troops had to 
be called out to stem the floods.

It would have been opened in a 
week or so if the County Council had not insisted 
upon the construction of a costly and colossal 
iron curtain (the necessity for which is not 
obvious). But London may now have to wait 
till Boxing Day to feast its eyes on the gigantic 
show Mr. Bailey has provided—to be engrossed 
by the realistic military spectacle of the Soudan 
Expedition, which would make our ‘‘ Trooper 
Tommy’s’’ eyes sparkle with pride and pleasure ; 
to stroll around and admire the amazing giantess, 
the moss - haired girl, and innumerable other 
freaks of Nature to be staged in the vast zoological 
section ; and to be regaled with the newest Circus 
performances in three rings, and by a magnificent 
display of horses. The draw in the Menagerie 
will be Joanna, the big chimpanzee called a 
gorilla, who takes a dinner of various courses, 
helps herself to a glass of port, and drinks it 
with as much zest as she drains a cup of coffee 
and smokes a cigarette. Joanna dined so deftly 
on Monday as to gain our admiration. I am

officials, and, in fact, those of nearly every 
department of the public administration are 
decked out in a semi-military costume, compris- 
ing as often as not a cocked hat with a tri- 
coloured rosette. 
In Paris, 

more. especially, one finds the soldier every- 
where.. He is on guard at the doors of the 
national theatres. He rides along the street 
with a jaunty air that seems hardly in keeping 
with his apparently loose seat on horsebuck—for 
the French cavalryman does not seem so much 
a part of his mount as does his English proto- 
type. He strolls along the grand boulevards 
with hands in his pockets, his sword tucked up 
under his arm, and cigarette in mouth; or he 
lounges outside a café, and over a glass of beer or 
thin red wine holds animated converse with a 
comrade or contentedly surveys the crowd which 
passes continually. To one who knows soldier- 
ing as it is in our own army, this apparently

hardly compatible with the wonderful 
arohia ines which the French soldier is 
known to possess. Tt would seem that he would 
quickly get out of training, and be of little more 
use than the rawest of raw recruits; but, of 
course, this applies more particularly to those 
troops quartered in Paris or its immediate vicinity. 
To English eyes, the 
French Uniforms are Particularly Ugly. 
The infantryman wears, as a rule, an ill-fitting 
tunic of blue, which is decorated with the number 
of his regiment on the collar in huge yellow 
figures. His cap is of soft cloth, with a peak, 
and he wears it, in the street at least, appar- 
ently as fancy dictates—on one side, at the back 
of his head, or with the peak drawn over his 
eyes. Huge red worsted epaulettes and very 
baggy scarlet trousers, fitting badly over the 
most clumsy-looking boots in the world, com- 
plete an attire as unsoldierly in appearance as it 
is doubtless comfortable, for 

The ‘* Pioupiou,”’ 

which -is the French equivalent for ‘‘ Tommy 
Atkins,” hasn’t the remotest idea of ‘* bucking 
himself up”? when walking out. He slouches 
along—-there is no other word for it—in a 
manner which would earn him “drill in the 
square” for the whole of his service were he in 
our army. As in France officers as well as men 
wear their uniform continually, the unfortunate 
private is always saluting his superiors—com- 
missioned as well as non-commissioned down to 
the rank of Serjeant—and, apparently, the fre- 
quency with which he has to do this has made 
him sick of the whole thing, for he does it ina 
manner that would

and a wonderful array of buttons. Their /épis are 
natty, and they wear them with a jaunty air that 
bespeaks the ‘‘ horse-soldier.’”” From head to 
waist they are smart enough, but then comes a 
fearful falling off, for instead of neatly fitting 
overalls strapped tightly down to a well-polished 
boot, they wear the old-fashioned loose trouser,

Salads—mustard and cress, land cress, lettuces, radishes, 
small cucumbers and nasturtium leaves are to be system- 
atically grown. They are to be made up in 1d., 3d., and 
6d. punnets and baskets, prices varying according to 
the season. < 
The Gooseberries, 
too. are to be grown big—there is a way to do that, and I 
will refer to it presently. A punnet of fine large yellow, 
wr ce, or red-skinned gooseberries for 4d. will tempt many 
a one to take home for dessert. If the shops get them at 
8d. and make 1d. profit, that should be good enough for 
them. If the boy has to force things a bit, and takes his 
stand for an hour or two opposite the shops in turn, they 
will soon see the sense of dealing with him. But that is 
an extreme plan. | I once did it in Brighton and made it 
succeed. Itis arranged that one of the lady owners will 
work the garden, the crops and fruit, and attend to the 
market, aud that the other will see to the house-work, the 
fowls, and the live stock. - 

Big Gooseberries, 


is as easy to grow big gooseberries as small ones. 
Young trees are ODAT to do this, and they must never 
be over-cropped ; they need new, rich soil to grow in; they 
must come from gooseberry land ; and they must be of the 
right sorts. E had six right sorts last summer—young 
trees planted the previous March that fruited splendidly— 
not a berry smaller than full size, and many of themas big 
as pigeons’ eggs. The sorts were Lancashire Lad, Crown 
Bob, Whit: smith, Glenton Green, Champagne, and the 
Gunner. The good old sort, Warrington, and the newer 
good one, Whinham’s Industry, are too small for this work.

ative Masonic service in St. Paul’s Cathedral. On Dec. 2, 
1697, a little more than twenty-two years after the first stone 
was laid, St. Paul’s—that is, the splendid edifice of to-day— 
was opened for divine service, although as a matter of fact 
the entire Cathedral was not completed until 1710. All the 
ceremonial connected with the laying of the stone, the 
opening, and the completion was conducted under the 
strictest rules of Masonry, the architect, Sir Christopher 
Wren, and his Lodge of Freemasons being the moving 
spirits. On Thursday of this week, at the special Bi- 
Centenary service, the same trowel and mallet (used and 
preserved in the Lodge of Antiquities) as were employed by 
Sir Christopher were brought into requisition. ‘The cele- 
bration was indeseribably imposing and impressive, and 
the function will undoubtedly make memorable the two 
hundredth year of the present Cathedral’s existence. 
There is a grim halo of antiquity hanging over the vast

which have occupied its site. In the early days of the 
Roman Conquest the Roman General Petronius is said to 
have raised a temple here to Diana, Petronius himself 
being of an Ephesian family. After the departure of the 
Romans to defend the Mother Country this temple fell into 
decay. Its ruins were pulled down in 610, and a church 
raised to St. Paul. This was the Cathedral on which the 
eyes of William the Conqueror rested. He sneered, it is 
said, at this feeble attempt to imitate the great Continental 
temples, so that when just before his death, and while 
fighting in France, he heard that the sacred edifice had

been burnt down, he remarked that it was a good thing, 
and that he had had a mind to burn it down himself in 
order to build something more worthy of his capital. This 
being repeated to William Rufus, the latter raised a special 
tax to carry out his father’s wishes, and a building was 
erected which became the wonder of the land. It was 
690 ft. in length, 130ft. in breadth, and its central tower 
was 520 ft. high—just 116ft. higher than the present one, 
which, to those who gaze upwards at the cross shining 
in the sun, seems incredible. 
call it, was a sumptuous and splendid place of worship till 
despoiled of its riches, its jewels, and plate, by Henry VOI. 
Later on came the fire of 1666, and the Cathedral, grand 
and awtul in its death, according to contemporaneous 
chroniclers, passed away to give Sir Christopher his chance. 
The Prince of Wales naturally took the deepest interest in 
Thursday’s proceedings. The Heir-Apparent is always 
thoroughly at home when leading the craft, and not a 
Mason in the country but is proud to recognise His Royal 
Highness’s intimate association with the vast brotherhood. 
The mosaic decoration of a panel, under the direction of 
Sir W. B. Richmond, the expense of which will be defrayed 
by the Freemasons, will identify the craft with the 
Cathedral for all time. 


The Late Countess of Lathom, whose death 
from a carriage accident is widely regretted, was one of 
the three daughters of the 
fourth Earl of Clarendon, 
the statesman and diplo- 
matist. Her sisters are 
now the Countess of 
Derby and Lady Ampthill. 
Lady Alice married, in 
1860, Lord Skelmersdale 
(now Lord Lathom, the 
Pro - Grand Master of 
English Masons, and the 
intimate friend and repre- 
sentative of the Prince of 
Wales). At a Court ball, 
or among poor children, 
at a great Primrose gather- 
ing or at a charity bazaar, 
her presence made itself of 
value and influence, stimu- 
lating gaiety and charity 
and good work. A deep 
grief has fallen on Lanca- 
shire, where Lady Lathom 
was beloved, and another 
great shock has been ex- 
perienced by the Queen, 
who had known her from 
childhood. The Countess leaves three sons and four 
daughters. Her eldest son, Lord Skelmersdale, born in 
October 1864, is a Major in the Royal Horse Guards, and 
married, in 1889, Lady Wilma Pleydell Bouverie, daughter 
of the Earl of Radnor. Lady Florence Mary, her second 
daughter, married the Rey. Lord Rupert Cecil, second son 
of the Marquis of Salisbury. Lord Lathom is the Lord 
Chamberlain for the second or third time, and commands 
the deepest sympathy of the public.

The Indian Frontier Warfare is not yet at an 
end, but representatives of the three principal Afridi 
tribes entered the British defences on Saturday and pro- 
mised to surrender.

The Dreyfus Scandal is still the talk of Paris, 
and has, therefore, to be commented on afresh. Captain 
Dreyfus, a Jew by birth, was 
a native of Alsace, and when 
that province was annexed to 
Germany, its industrial wealth 
was in the hands of the Jews 
and Protestants. All the 
Jews, andsome of the Protes- 
tants, in order to keep the 
French and German markets, 
decided that’ in families where 
there were two sons, one was 
to elect to be of French 
nationality, and the other of 
German. Mathieu Dreyfus, 
a cotton-weaver, was of Gèr- 
man extraction, and in the 
way indicated young Dreyfus 
came to be “French.” <A 
first cousin was-sent to be an 
officer in the German army. 
The two corresponded, and 
when Dreyfus rose to ke 
captain of artillery in the 
French army, and be em- 
ployed in the War Office, he 
left his cousin’s letters some- 
times on his desk. When 
important papers were supposed to have been communicated 
to Germany these facts turned suspicion on Dreyfus. The 
main foundation. for the charge was an unsigned and 
undated memorandum, from which it appeared that 
confidential military documents had been supplied to an 
agent of Germany. On Oct. 15, 1894, Captain Dreyfus, 
summoned to the War Office, was arrested. Dreyfus’s 
Jewish birth made him obnoxious to the anti-Semites, and by 
a secret court-martial he was convicted and sent to the Ile du 
Diable under the most careful guard, where he still remains. 
On Monday last the Paris Figaro printed a facsimile of 
letters alleged to have been written by Count Esterhazy. 
Aceotding to the Echo de Paris, Count Esterhazy, on the 
advice of his counsel, M. Tezenas, has decided to send no 
explanation to the Press. “I can affirm,” said the journal’s 
informant, “ that Count Esterhazy is the victim of a horrible 
revenge, in which the widow of an ex-ofticer of high rank is 
implicated. This woman is said to have sold the letters in 
her possession to the Dreyfus Syndicate for 17,000f. Then 
the laboratory work began. Two days hence the name of 
this lady will, perhaps, be known, and many things which 
appear to be obscure will be explained.” Our lively daily

Disgraceful Riots in the Austrian Parlia- 
ment.—Herr Lecher, whose long speeches in the Austrian 
Reichsrath first aroused the scenes of riot, has been the 
cause of most disereditable disturbances between the 
German and Czech parties.

of the German Nationalists, seized one of the Minister’s 
arm-chairs, brandishing it over his head, and was about to 
hurl it at his opponents, when he was seized. Herr Wolff 
moved away with his clothes in tatters, shouting passion- 
ately that for the future he would carry a revolver. Next 
day the police had to be called in to restore order ; and last 
Saturday Herr Wolff was arrested on a charge of public 
violence, and taken to the prison of the High Court. 


The Case of Charlton v. Phillips had reference 
to the testamentary dispositions of the late Mr. Alfred 
Richard Phillips, formerly of Bridgnorth, who died in the 
early part of the present year, leaving about £3000. The 
plaintiff, Mrs. Emily Charlton, of Rhyl, in the Strand 
Courts of Justice claimed probate of a will dated Jan. 21, 
1897. Probate was opposed by several relatives of the 
deceased, on the ground chiefly that he was of unsound 
mind at the time the will was executed, due, if was alleged, 
to excessive drinking. It was stated that the plaintiff, a 
widow, in January 1885 became manageress of the Swan 
Hotel, Bridgnorth. While there she became acquainted 
with the testator, whom she nursed in an illness. Sir 
Francis Jeune, in directing the jury, said the crucial point 
in the case was whether the deceased had a special delusion 
in his mind with regard to his relations, and whether it 
amounted to an insane delusion, The jury found that the 
will was duly executed, and that the deceased was of sound 
mind at the time. Sir Francis Jeune pronounced for the 
will, the costs to follow the event. 


An Unfortunate Staffordshire Marriage 
brought a young farmer and his wife, Alfred Edward 
and Emma Griffin, to the London Divorce Court in com- 
pany with a co-respondent named Bradley. There they 
were sketched by a F.1.P. Artist. The wife was accused of 
gross misconduct with Bradley. The respondent answered, 
denying the charge, and counter-charged her husband with 
cruelty, which he, in turn, denied: Mr. Pritchard, in 
opening petitioner’s case, said the parties were married in 


1895. Respondent was still under age, while petitioner 
only came of age in September last. The respondent 
was formerly a servant in the employ of petitioner’s 
father, who lived at Witmore, North Staffs. After 
she had been there some months this marriage was con- 
tracted. At the end of six months, respondent took to 
staying out late at night. On one occasion she stayed out 
all night, and on another was away three days and a night. 
Petitioner complained to her about it, whereupon she used 

language. In December 1896, petitioner went to a 
sale, and on returning fonnd his wife in a hayloft with the 
co-respondent in suspicious cireumstances. Later, the 
husband accidentally witnessed misconduct, and accordingly 
ceased cohabitation. She subsequently asked forgiveness, 
and begged to be taken back, but petitioner declined. The 
co-respondent was called, and admitted the misconduct. 
His Lordship granted petitioner a decree nisi and the 
custody of the child, 


The Cruikshank Frauds on Titled People. 
At the Old Bailey last week James Henry Irvine Cruik- 
shank, forty-three, was. sentenced to eight years penal 
servitude for obtaining considerable sums of money from 
ladies of title and other persons with intent to defraud, and 
also for having, as an undischarged bankrupt, unlawfully 
obtained credit. He had country seats at Reading and 
Rye, and in London frequented the best hotels. For the 
past five years it was said he had been living by swindling.

provides strength and lightness. The inventor is dead, 
but a young engineer has worked out his idea; and as the 
Austrian Government does not display much interest in 
military ballooning, the machine is being tested by the 
German military authorities. The balloon, which is cigar- 
shaped, is inflated with hydrogen gas, and is 130 ft. long by 
42 ft. high. It weighs, with the car, 7500 lb. Motion is given to 
it by a screw propeller on either side, driven by a benzine 
motor. In the recent trial, which took place near Berlin, 
its steering possibilities were clearly demonstrated, but by 
a band slipping off the propeller its motion was stopped, 
and the Dapon came to the ground with sufficient force to 
smash the motor.
